EVENTS LEADING UP TO WAP. 
| Of course the assassination of the 
heir to the throne of Austria-Hur- 
leary, the Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand, together with the Archduch- 


ess, in Sarajevo, Bosnia, on June 28, 
1914, was not the ca cf the 
world war. Most wars have both 21 
cause and a pretext. The shooting 
of Franz Ferdinand by a Serbian 
fanatic belongs in the latter cate- 
gory. It was the immediate, defi- 
nite happening upon which hinged 
all the events of the feverish month 
that followed, and as such will g° 
down in history as the point of do- 
parture for the world war. 

On July 23 Austria-Hungary sent 
an ultimatum to Serbia in regard to 
the Sarajevo tragedy. The moment 
this document, with its impossible 
demands, was made public intelli- 
gent men in Europe realized that 
the long-dreaded great war was *t 
hand. Serbia made a brave at- 
tempt to satisfy her neighbor, yield- 
ing virtually everything except Aus- 
tria-Hungary’s demand to exercise 
judicial authority in Serbian terri- 
tory. It was not enough, and on 
July 28 Austria-Hungary declared 
war on Serbia. : 

Russia had already given notice 
that she would not see a Slavic 
kingdom destroyed, and now began 
a partial mobilization. Thereupon 
Germany sent her an ultimatum, in- 
sisting that she rescind the mobiliza- 
tion order. Russia's answer Was a 
general mobilization. Germany her- 
self started to mobilize uncer an 
order proclaiming martial law and 
on August 1 she declared war upon 
the Czar. 

France, as Russia’s ally, began to 
mobilize on the day following, and 
without waiting for their country 
ts» declare war, German troops at 
once crossed the French frontier. 
Italy, coming to a swift decision, 
(ecilared that the Triple Alliance 
did not obligate her to follow Aus- 
tria-Hungary to a war of con- 
quest, and proclaimed her neu- 
trality. 

On the same day (August 2) the 
Kaiser demanded passage through 
Belgium for his armies, hoping to 
buy the neutrality of Great Britain

— forces that were trying to stay 
er. 
 Swiftly, terribly swiftly. the Ger- 
man war machine cut its way south- 
ward from the Belgian ffontier. It 
traveled 125 miles in twelve days, 


miles of the French capital. Paris 
by then had lost a thirde of its nor- 
mal population, but it had not lost 
its banter or its smile. Though its 
streets were filled with dazed ref- 
ugees from the north, there rested 
over it a spirit of serenity which it 


Along the quays of the Seine quiet 
figures angled as little disturbed by 
either worry—or fish—ag always. 

But the German army 4@id not en- 
ter Paris. Von Kluck decided, ap- 
parently, that safety lay in first de- 
feating the forces in the field, and on 
September 4, when just north of the 
capital, he swung his army to the 
east and prepared for the final and 
crushing blow. 

There, near the green, grassy wa- 
ters of the River Marne, a stocky 
Frenchman was waiting, who looked 


jout at the world from placid. blue 


‘eyes with the air of an honest shop- 
keeper of the Quartier Saint- 
Antoine. With him he had the cit- 
izen army of France, which had just 
been told that the time had come at 
last for every man to stand—and if 
need be to fall—in his tracks, if the 
idea of civilization which France had 
evolved was to remain in the world. 

Of the fight which began on Sep- 
tember 5, and which lasted for a 
week, there is not room for even an 
outline here, but its importance can- 
not be overstated. As the war pro- 
ceeds, the Battle of the Marne gains 
rather than loses by comparison 
with all that has followed. Ger- 
many’s dream of dominating Europe 
ended at the Marne. All that has 
happened since is’ merely her nre- 


| 


luctant awakening from that dream. 
The battle of the Marne has so 
far been jotted down only in the 
rough day-book of the werld. Many 
of its details must remain obscure 
until the war is over, but eventually 
it will take a place in the records 
beside those two other mementous 
battles on French soil—that at 
Chalons, in 451, when Attila and his 
barbarian horde from the east was 
turned back; and that on the plain 
of Tours, in 732, when Charities, Mar- 
tel met the Mohamméddan invasion 
in its victorious march from Africa, 
and saved rope to Christendom. 
The end Of the battle of the Marne 
found the army of Von Kluck driven 
back to the north bank of the Aisne, 
where it was able to intrench itself. 
In the next few weeks, both the 
Franco-British-Belgian forces and 
the Germans began digging them- 
selves into the ground in a fashion 
so formidable that the line then es- 
tablished from Belgium to Alsace has

INVASION OF EAST PRISSIA. 
While Germany was striking at 
France in the summer of 1914, the 
Russians got in motion.more quick- 
ly and energetically than Berlin had 
foreseen. One column entered Ga- 
licia, taking Tarnapol in August and 
Lemberg in September, and then in- 
vested the great fortress of Przemys!. 
As this was in Austrian territory, 
Germany was able to view the ad- 
vance without undue emotion, but 
when Rennenkampf began to invade 
Prussia the situation became acute. 
There was nothing to stop the steady 
onrush of the Russians. They swept

In the countries of the En, 
tente Allies, the people began to 
count the days to Berlin. 

five German army corps 
were detached from the western 
front, and Von Hindenburg was sent 
against the Russians. e met them 
at Tannenberg, and in a three-day 
battle demoralized the forces of the 
Czar. The Russians are,said to have 
lost a quarter of a million men, and 
had to fall back all the way to their 
frontier. 

It was Hindenburg’s first step to- 
ward military pre-eminence. 

He followed it with a thrust on 
Warsaw, designed as a counter-at- 
tack to draw the Russians back in 
Galicia. In this the plan was suc- 
cessful. The Russians had to aban- 
don the investment of Przemysl, and 
Von Hindenbure'’s cavalry was with- 
in a few miles.of Warsaw, when 100,- 
000 horsemén rode upon them, and 
the German advance was checked.

Our gallant fellows are gradually 
going to cure the Kaiser of his stut- 
ter—‘restoration’ is the first letter; 
then we will talk. 


“War is a ghastly business, but 
it is not as grim as bad peace. 
There is an end to a horrible war, 
but a bad peace will go on and on, 
staggering from one war to another. 
The Prussian war lords have not yet 
abandoned their ambitions; they are 
only destroying the postponement of 
the realization of their ambitions.

“The next time the Prussian war 
lords meant to make sure. There 
must be no next time. Let us have 
done with it. Do not let us repeat 
this horror. Let us make victory 
such that national liberty, whether 
for small or great nations, can 
never be challenged. 

“On all the roads ever confronted 
there are ups and downs, and no 
doubt the Russian collapse is 
rather a deep glen, and I am not 
sure that we have reached its dark- 
est level. But across the valley I 
can see the ascent. 

“We of this country cannot allow 
sectional organizations to make war 
or make’ peace. The nation as a 
whole has made war sacrifices, pret- 
ty evenly divided among all classes, 
and the nation as a whole must 
make peace. 

‘The Germans claim to be satia- 
fied with the last battle. All I can 
say is that Field Marshal Haig has 
obtained all his objectives. He had 
enough guns to smash lines upon 
which for three years the Germans 
had expended willing and forced la- 
bor, and if the Germans are pleased 
with the battle, so we will let it con- 
tinue thus, to our mutual satisfac- 
tion.

Better pay any price and get 
through with it, was the French 
idea. It was a heroic resolve, but 
it was not to be realized. Neither 
the French nor the British, farther 
west, had yet evolved an offensive 
which could consistently win scround 
against the enemy, except at a pro- 
hibitive cost in human life. 
Lord Kitchener had been building 
up a British volunteer army since 
the summer before, which was now 
represented in France by a brave 
but inexperienced force. Its weak- 
ness was only too obvious in the 
disastrous offensive at Neuve Cha- 
pelle in March, when men were 
rushed against the enemy over 
ground where the barbed wire had 
not been Gestroved,. and when, 
through miscaiculation, shells from 
the British guns fell among their 
own infantry. 

Neverthelers, on the defensive, the 
British forces held their part of the 
line with characteristic dozcedness, 
and in April repulsed a second des- 
perate attempt by the Germans to 


Ypres. In this encounter, where the 
enemy made use of asphyxiating 
gas for the first time. the famous 
“Princess Pat" Canadian light in- 
fantry. in the course of a heroic 


The summer was not far aéd- 
vanced before both French and Brit- 
i#h realized that before ther could 
strike successfully at the intrench- 
ments of the Germans they must 
have more and biecer guns, and 
ammunition in an amount never be- 
fore Greamed of. Rel ntly, there- 
fore, the great off was tacitly 
abandoned for that vear. and both 
in Great Britain and in France a 
campaign was beguh behind the 
lines for what Senator Charles 
Humbert victuresquely and itnees- 
calle4 for in Le Journal as 
“Des canons! Des munitions!” 

How successfully this campaicn 
developed may be fodred br the 
fact that between the spring of 19156 
and the spring of 1917 Great Brit- 
aim increased her suppiv ef high-ex- 
plosive shells twenty-eight times. 

The last formidable effort of the 
was made in Champagne itn 
September bv the French. Political 
pressure rather than military ex- 
pediency led the army to undertake 
the attack and, although the Ger- 
mans were driven back three miles, 
the French lost 199.9600 men. 
GERMANY’S OCCTPATION OF 

POLAND. 

Since the beginning of ‘the war 
the Russian and Austrian forces 
have swune forward and back in 
Galicia like a pendulum. Without 
attempting to trace all of these 
movements, tt is enough to say that 
the spring of 1815 found the pen- 
dulum again swing westward, and 
on March 22 the Russians took 
Przemysl. Austria called on the 
Kaiser and Von Mackensen was 
sent to save her. He took a large 
supply of the invincible German 
heavy artillery, against which the 
Russians, with nothing to match it, 
and now running short of ammuni- 
tion besides, could not stand. On 
June 3 the Teutonic armies recap- 
tured Przemsyl and soon after re- 
tapk Lemberg and other lost post- 
tions. 


Meanwhile Von Hindenburg was 
again moving on Warsaw and was 
joined presently by’ Von Buelow, 
who had landed troops in Russia by 
way of the Baltic and marched 
south. Von Mackensen gnow em- 
Ployed his forces so as to ald in this 
campaign and the German battering 
ram began to pound its Way across 
Poland. The Russians were power- 
less to stop it, but their retreat was 
accomplished tn a masterly way, re- 
stricting their losses to a mintmum. 
The evacuation of Warsaw was be- 
gun late in July, and on August 6, 
the last of the Russians having 
slipped out, the Bavariana, under 
Prince Leopold, entered the capital 
of Poland.

by the surrender of Brest-Litovsk on 
August 27. 
THE COLLAPSE OF SERBIA. 
One of the tragedies of 1915 was 
the overrunning of Serbia by Aus- 
tro-German forces. The campaign 
was partly a bait to draw Bulgaria 
in on Germany's side through the 
prospect of participation in the ter- 
ritorial loot, and partiy an object 
lesson to keep the other Balkan 
states from joining in the war on 
the side of the Entente Powers. For 
Germany, too, the success of the 
move had the deeper significance of 
constituting under her tutelage the 
long-dreamed-of Mittel Europa 
block from the Baltic to the 
phorus.

ATTEMPT ON DARDANELLES, 


One of the early efforts of the En- 
tente Powers was @ campaign for 


the capture of Constantinople, poy 


a view to crushing, the Turk 
opening communication with Russia 
by way of the Black Sea. It was 
an attractive programme to iay 
minds and found a strong champion 
in Winston cer Churchill, then 
First Lord of the British Admiralty. 
Lord Fisher, First Sea Lord, and va- 
rious French officers opposed it. 

A fleet was sent out early in the 
winter if 1915 to bombard its way 
through the Dardanelles. It was un- 
successful and a land force, largely 
Australians and New Zealanders, 
was then landed on the peninsula of 
Gallipoli to strike at Constantinople 
from behind. Wighty thousand men 
were landed of April 26 under a 
withering fire and tremendous difi- 
culties. The expedition maintained 
a desperate and tantalizing foothold 
through the summer that followed, 
but hope of eventual success was 
finally abandoned and at the close of 
the year the forces were withdrawn. 
More than 100,000 men were lost in 
eamPaign. 

VERDUN AND THE SOMME. 

It had been generally predicted 
that the spring of 1916 would see a 
huge offensive in France and there 
| was wide speculation as to where the 
Entente Allies would strike. But 
when, toward the end of February, 
the French approaches to Verdun 
were subjected to unprecedented 
bombardment, it was plain that the 
offensive had begun earlier than ex- 
pected and that it was the Germans 
and not the Entente Powers who 
were pressing it. 

The fortress of Verdun, on the 
River Meuse, guards the eastern 
frontiers of France and is strategi- 
cally the most important in the re- 
public. The ht for its possession 
Was waged with a fury and a de- 
structiveness for which even the pre- 
ceding year and a half of the war 
had hardly prepared the world. Un- 
known to the French, Germany had 

ed in installing just beyond 
lines her heaviest artil- 
lery, and when she got this into ac- 
tion she seemed to move forward 
irresistibly, leveling all before her. 
Im four days she pushed ahead al- 
most as many miles, and on the fi 
Gay the Brandenburegers sto 
Fort Dovaumont, the highest hill in 
the region. 

Meanwhile the French were rally- 
ing their resources for this fresh de- 
mand upon their blood and their de- 
termination. Two men, hitherto 
comparatively obscure, were singled 
out for the great responsibilities 
the occasion. Gen. Nivelle took gen-" 
eral charge of the operations in the 


nearly to the point gained on the 
other side. Thiaumont work was 
taken and retaken some five times in 
four days. 

But as the days passed, the Ger- 
mans made gains more siowly, and 
with heavier and heavier losses to 
their ranks. world breathed 


easier in the hope that France had |. 


withstood another crisis, a hope 
which became certainty when on 
July 1 French and British forces be- 
gan an attack on the Bomme which 
compelled their foe to drop the Ver- 
dun offensive and rush troops from 
there to Picardy. 

The “ push” on the Somme 
marks a dividing line in the great 
war. For two years both sides had 
been developing defensive possibili- 
ties in such a way as to change the 
entire aspect of fighting. Like Nebu- 
chadnezzar, men now went on their 
bellies, and like animals they lived 
in deep caves. But though both sides 
had been developing defensive tac- 
ties, the Exntente Allies had not 
stopped there. Great Britain bad 
finally rais ecuipped and trained 
@ great volunteer army, and the 
Product of the vast munitions cam- 
paign there and in France was final- 
y ready. 

The amazing advance that had 
been made, both In munitions sup- 
Ply and in tactics, was evident from 
the first of the fighting on the 
Somme. At last the democratic na- 
tions of Europe had caught up with 
the scientific war machine of Ger- 
many. Their artillery and their am- 


munition supply not only equalled 


but generally outmatched that of 
the enemy, and they had (finally 
evolved an offensive with which they 
could advance against the most pow- 
erful German intrenchments—esilow- 
ly, it ie true, but inevitably. 

This was the true importance of 
the Somme campaign of 1916. - The 
total ground gained by the British 
and French armies was only about 
180 square mile@, but the discovery 
that they had an offefsive which the 
Germans could not withstand 
changed the entire morale of civil- 
fane ag well as soldiers. Incidental- 
ly, the sumMmer saw a great revival 
in the use of an ancient weapon, 
long practically discarded, and for 

trenches and various oth- 
er purposes, the hand grenade vir- 
tually superseded the rifle. 

The Somme camPaign of 1916 cost 
the Franco-British armies 760,000 
men, the Germans say. The En- 
tente Allies estimate that the enemy 
lost as many, which is illuminating, 
since it shows as heavy a loss on 
the part of the defensive as on the 
part of the offensive army, a result 
until then impossible. 

At Verdun the German loss was 
estimated at about 500,000 men, and 
the French wastage at half that. 

The year 1916 closed propitiously 
for the French at Verdun. By at- 
tacks on October 26 and December 
15 they recovered four miles of ter- 
ritory on a seven-mile front, includ- 
ing Forts Douaumont and Vaux. 
BRUSSILOFF’S THRUST IN THE 

EAST. 

In June of 1916, the Russians, un- 
Ger Gen. Brusstloff, weng back to the 
attack in Galicia and Bukowina, and 
for two months met with almost un- 
broken success. In

TERGIVERSATIONS OF GREECE. 


Conditions in Greece have taxed 
to the utmost the diplomacy of the 
Entente Powers since Bulgaria made 
war upon Serbla in 1915. Greece 
had a treaty with Serbia whereby 
the former was to aid the latter in 
case. of attack, but Greece refused 
her aid in this crisis, and since then 
has been the seat of intrigue, ae | 
sensions, evasions and upsets which 
have nearly ruined her economical- 
ly, and all but discredited her politi- 
cally. From the outset of the war. 
the sympathies of the Greek 
ple appear to have been on the side 
of the Entente Allies, but the fact 
that King Constantine was married 
to a sister 6f the Emperor William 
made the court strongly pro-Ger- 
man, and there was undeniably a 
substantial sentiment in the king-' 
dom for keeping Greece out of the; 
conflict altogether.

OCCURRENCES OF 1917, 
The events of the present year 
are stili fairly fresh in the min 
of most newspaper readers, and so 
need be sketched only in barest out- 
line here.

The Entente Allies, on the 
contrary, formulated in considerable 
detail the objects for which they 
were fighting, mentioning the evacu- 
ation and restoration of all land in- 
vaded Germany, reparation and 
indemnities, the liberation of Ital- 
lans, Slavs, Rumanians and Bo- 
hemiangs from Austro-Hungarian 
rule, and the expulsion of the Turk 
from Europe. 

Germany's reply was to declare 
unrestricted warfare on belligerent 
merchant ships, and under a “block- 
ade” order virtually to prohibit 
neutral commerce with Great Brit- 
ain. The first decree was a repudia- 
tion of the promise made to the 
United States, after the sinking of 
the Suesex, to safeguard the lives 
of ngers on all vessels attacked, 
and in view of this the German Am- 
bassador was, on February 3, hand- 
ed his passports. The interference 
with American commerce on the 
high seas was a more difficult ques- 
tion to resolye. The “blockade” at 
once proved to be an impossibility. 
The one supreme essential to main- 
taining a bieckade, according to 
long international usage, is that it 
be effective. From February 1 to 
February 14 German submarines 
succeeded in stopping only about 1 
per cent, of the ships arriving at or 
vo ports of the United King- 


On February 26 President Wil- 
son asked Congress for authority to 
arm American merchant shipe, and 
On April 2 Re went before Congress 
and asked it to recognize officially 
that a stete of war existed between 
the United States and the German 
Empire. On the 6th, Congress 


had been thrust up- 
on America by Germany. The Presi- 
dent signed it the same day, thus 
formally constituting thig country a 
belligerent in the world war. 
amazing events had 

nm taking place in Russia, where 
pon March 15 the Czar Nicholas I! 
Was compelled to abdicate, and a 
provisional government was set up 
with a view to establishing the coun- 
try later as a democracy. For a 
time the revolutionary movement 
completely disorganized the army, 
and it looked as if Russia were soing 
to be lost to the Entente Powers as 
a fighting unit." More recently the 
army has renewed its offensive, but 
the nation has declared expressly for 
a peace “without indemnities or an- 
nexations.”’ 

On the fighting front in France 
important events have also taken 
Place. Toward the middle of March 
a retiring movement was begun by 
the Germans. On March 17 the 
British announced the occupation of 
Bapaume and territory on a sixty- 
mile front from the tiortheast to the 
River Oise. On the 19th it was an- 
nounced that’ in three days the 
Kaiser’s forces hed evacuated 1300 
square miles of territory along a 
100-mile front from Arras to Sois-

sons. 

Vimy “was m by the 
British on April 9, while on the 26th 
announcement was made that in 
eighteen days the British forces in 
the region of Arras had taken 18,000 
prisoners and 250 cannons. From 
April 16.to 28 France took 20,780 
prisoners and 175 cannons, 

In America significant events 
have trod on the heels of each other 
since the country entered the war. A 
bill for compulsory military service 
was signed by President Wilson on 
May 18. Toward the latter part of 
June a detachment of the regular 
army, under Gen. Ss was 
landed in France. 

As the third year of the war draws 
to a close, it is widely asserted that 
its future progress, an the decisions 
of the peace conference which ter- 
minate it, lie largely, in the hands of 
two countries—Anierica and Rus- 
sia. It is easy to exaggerate the 
truth that underlies this statement. 
What Russia will do depends upon 
a capacity of some governing group 
to hold her together and unite her 
people in a policy. What America 
will do depends upon the growth of 
a war mind, and the capacity that a 
decen system of government 
develops for military effort. 

Russia speaks in the conditional 
mood and in the future 
tense. 

The one most continuous, most ef- 
fective, and most inspiring factor in 
the war for the last three years has 
been France, and it is with France 
that leadership is likely to rest to the 
end. It ts to French ideas and ideals 
that the synthetically made German 
materialism is most directly opposed. 
It is a war between the ame fran- 
caise, the soul of France, and the 
Prussian “scientific mind.”

To get keels 
actually laid and hulls under way 


is the object of all the constant 


urgings of the military authorities. 
The new Los Angeles corporation, at 
least, among the concerns of the 
country that are starting from the 
ground up, has already made good 
in this respect. 

The keel plate for one of the ves- 
sels to be built for government serv- 
ice by the company was laid on the 
keel bigeks.on July 23. Riveted and 
in place, it forms a long” ribon of} 
steel an inch thick and four feet; 
wide. On the blocks set up for a 
second keel the plate will be laid 
down tomorrow. Within two weeks 
two more keels will have been laid. 
Hach vessel will be 
freighter type known as the Rob- 
ert Dollar, after the specifications 
of vessels already well known in the 
world’s commerce, and will be of 
8800 tone dead wetght. Fach will 
be 429 feet in length, with 64-foot 
beam, 

Besides the fact that the starting 
of these boats will mark only the 
beginning of the operations at the 
Plant, the details of the company’s 
contracts with the government come 
under the classification of informa- 
tion which must be withheld from 

publication until officially released 
a the government. The company, 
since setting up the equipment with 
which the first keel was made and 
laid down, has been putting in ma- 
chinery to handle others as fast as 
the building slips can be made ready 
for them.

SLIPS COMPLETED. 

Two building slips, each 460 feet 
long by 96 feet wide, have already 
been completed. Piling is being 
driven for a third and ground is be- 
ing prepared for a fourth. Each 
slip extends for a distance of about 
100 feet of its length under water, 
narrowing at the end where it goes 
between the heavy cluster of piling 
formirig the launching ways. At the 
point where it terminates 60 feet 
beyond the launching ways it is 15 
feet below the high tide line. The 
vessel launched down this sloping 
ways slips at the end into water 
that has a depth of 20 feet at ex- 
treme low tide to a distance out 
from the ways of 600 feet. 

The building and launching of 
steel ships is a science in itself. The 
hull must be set' up plate by plate 
and rib by rib on a trestie that 
grows with the # hip itself and which 
is composed of blocks of wood piled 
one on top of another and only 
lightly nalled together. It must be 
a etructure that will do the double 
duty of standing as firm as a ledge 
of rock while the hull is being rivet- 
ed together and of falling readily 
apart like a house of cards when 
ways built at the last moment have 
been ard a last prop of al- 
most hair-trigger adjustment has 
been knocked away to allow the vee- 
sel to coast down into the water.

FREE SHIPPING BOARD SCHOOL 
IS ORGANIZED.

Institution to Open Next Week 
will be One of Three in Califor- 
nia to Fit Men in Few Months 
for Good Berths in Merchant 


Organization of the twenty-fifth 
of the United States Shipping 
Board's free ‘training -schools for 
merchant marine deck officers was 
begun here yesterday. The school 
will open the 13th inst. at the har- 


bor, will accommodate a class of 
thirty and will be one.of insti- 
tutions on this Coast which 


the Shipping Board will help meet 
the demand for 10,000 new officers— 
5000 navigators and 5000 engineers 
—to fill the complements of the 
great merchant fleet that.will soon 
bear the American flag overseas. 

It is proposed to find and train 
these 10,000 officers in the next 
eighteen months. For that purpose 
the country has been districted and 
California has been designated Sec- 
tion Five. Under the leadership of 
Henry Howard, a business man of 
Boston who originated the idea, the 
Shipping Board has organized a re- 
cruiting service and is now engaged 
in establishing thirty navigation 
schools and has organized seven 
schools for marine engineers. 

Last Friday Farnham P. Griffiths 
of No. 465 California street, San 
Francisco, was by telegraph appoint- 
ed the chief of Section Five and 
started at once for this city to 
meet Winfield M. Thompson of Bos- 
ton, representative of the Shipping 
Board's recruiting service, who was 
en route from Galveston. They met 
here yesterday and immediately be- 
gan the work of organizing the lo- 
cal school. They will be in San 
Diego to organize schoo! number 
twenty-six about the middle of the 
week, and will then go to San Fran- 
cisco, where the third California 
school is to be located. Other schools 
will be organized at Portland, Or., 
and Astoria and Seattle, Wash. 

No tuition will be charged at any 
of these navigation schools, but the 
students must arrange for their own 
support during the six weeks they 
must study. An expert.in naviga- 
tion assigned by the Shipping 
Poard’s bureau of education will be 
the instructor in each. For six 
weeks the student will be put 
through a “forcing process” of in- 
struction in the practical methods 
of determining a vessel's position at 
sea, laying a course, reading a chart, 
etc. If he passes the necessary ex- 


aminations he will then be shipped

on an‘ ocean-going vessel 
monthes of special sea training. 
ing this time he will be an extra 
junior officer and be paid $75 a 
month. Then he will go before a 
representative of the Steamship In- 
epection Service for examination for 
a license as an officer on an ocean- 
going vessel. If he passes, he will 
be licensed without delay and will 
probably be asked to proceed at once 
to New York to enter the trans- 
Atlantic service. 

His obligation to serve, after fin- 
ishing the training, will be ‘moral 
only. However, at the> prevailing 
rates of pay the inducements for a 
qualified officer in the trans-Atlantic 
service are large. Wages are highly 
attractive, mates receiving, with 
their war bonuses, from $225 to $350 
a month, and the pay in the engine- 
room ts on a similar scale. 

Applications for admission to the 
school here will be received, be- 
ginning tomorrow, at the office of 
the inspector of hulls, Steamboat In- 
spection Service, at the harbor, and 
also at the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, where Mr. Thompson 
vesterday arranged for practica) co- 
operation. 

Tomorrow there will be organized 
here a local advisory committee of 
representative men to look after th® 
civic interests of the school. 

“The opportunities now offered 
American seamen qualified to serve 
as officers,” said Mr. Thompson yes- 
terday, “are expected to lead to 
permanent positions, as the erftire 
programme of the Shipping Board 
looks to the permanency of the 
merchant marine now being built 
up. There are 1000 vessels to be 
built and 750 to be commandeered, 
while 88 German ships have been 
ecized. These 1838 vessels must have 
about 14,400 officers and the Ship- 
ping Board estimates that probably 
5000 are now available in the coun-

Dear Harry and Dear Marian: After mature deliberation

journalism, perpetuate unimpaired its independent and unfet- 
tered course.

Constantly, consistently and loyally uphold and de- 
fend the Constitution and the Flag, the Congress and the courts, 
the executive power within its prescribed and lawful limitations, 
and cherish the Army and the Navy, those bulwarks and strong 
arms of the government.

Just Good ‘Sport, He Writes 
from Embattled France. 


On His Way to Drive Motor 
Transports in Balkans. 


Says French Expect Yankees 
to do Great Things. — 


Intimate glimpses of life in the 
submarine zone and behind the 
fighting lines in France are given 
in a letter just received here from 
Frank J. Taylor, Los Angeles boy 
and Stanford student, who is now 
with the American Field Service. 


|The letter was written while he was 


seated on the floor of a third-class 
railway carriage, speeding across 
from the Atlantic seaboard to a 
French Mediterranean port, en route 
with his section to join a French 
battalion in the Balkans. 

“Te give an idea of our expert- 
ences so far,” he sald, “I'll go back 
to our trip across the Atlantic. Tite 
big event of the trip was our sub- 
marine ‘treat’ when we saw a bat- 
tle with a U-boat, and really enjoyed 
it, especialy after our gunners con- 
vinced the enemy that it was dan- 
gerous work sticking around. 

“It was much like a big game, 
or a. ninth-inning, two-down-twe- 
out pinch hit, the way the crowd 
cheered after each shot at the peri- 
scope, sticking out of the water & 
half-mile away. I watched the 
crowd carefully and saw little ex- 
citement that could be called 
frenzy. One young chap from sone 
eastern college came on board with 
a valise in which he had carefully 
stowed his silk nightie, and I saw 


a couple of soldters comforting two. 


women who were weeping, but oth- 
erwise everything was just plain 
sport.”’ 


He pays a tribute to Frenéh 
spirit, with some side observations 
on Gallic vices, making “these ped- 
ple hard to understand.’ 

“The French,” he writes, “frankly 
admit they were caught unawares 
by the Germans, and acknowledged 
that they have been outfought se

MERICA having entered the war, enormous numbers of troops 
have been made available for a concentrated smash on the forty- 
mile front that is absolutely the key to the German occupation .of 

Belgium and most of France. But until America drew her sword and 
presented it point forward to Germany, the Allies of the western front 
needed every man and gun simply to meet and hold the pressure of 
the German war frontiers menacing Calais and Paris. It is significant 
that simultaneously with the arrival in Europe of the first American 
armies, quiescent Flanders booms again with the heaviest artillery 
firing of the war; and heavy artillery firing always presages the tidal 
rush of infantry tipped with steel. And if that flank is turned, Ger- 
many must fall back—how far, depends chiefly on the vigor with which 
the Allies press their advantage. But fal! clear of Belgium she must, 
or risk a Teutonic Sedan at Brussels or at Rheims. 


Hope we have and great expectations; but America must remem- 
ber that there is the other side to this assault. German strategists 
know all that we have said and infinitely more. They have known the 
dangers at Ostend ever since their armies were shattered at the gates 
of Paris and fell back beyond the Marne. All that human ingenuity 
can do they have done to meet the battle crisis at this heel of Achilles 
in their tine; and as their Prussian hosts have broken on Verdun like 
waves at Gibraltar’s base, so may America and her Allies fail—at first. 
But if they fall, then must Americans remember what the burghers 
taught the Duke of Alva, what the Swiss mountaineers taught the 
House of Hapsburg, what our Colonia! fathers. taught the House of

me, and think me an American.” 

The Countess and her. children 
reached Holland, and when the 
children for the first time for many 
months saw white bread and honey 
on the table, they asked in an 
awestruck whisper, “‘mother, may 
we eat it, or Is it for tomorrow?” 

The Countess knows many of the 
notables who have been in the war; 
Gen. Pliaudski, commander of the 
Polish Legions, was an intimate of 
their house. 

“I was heart sick when I found 
him heading the Polisn Legion 
against his own people; but I know 
that it was because he was mis- 
guided by German promises for 
Poland; and when I read, just the 
other day, that he had been caught 
trying to get out of the country with 
@ false passport—I knew he had 
seen his mustake. I know too that 
death will be the least of the thing» 
they will make him suffer; I have 
seen him for the last time.” 


She told of the garbled reports of 
the welfare of many artists, includ- 
ing Edouard de Reszke. ‘ 

“He is not a prisoner, and he is 
not happy; the story of his singing 
amid the ruins of his castie is 
pitiable norsense. He was put into 
a cellar by the Germans; I saw him 
put in, and he never came out; he 
starved to death there.” 


Mme. Laura de Turcynowicz 
wears the uniform of the Polish Red 
Cross; it is dark gray, with a black 
nun’s head dress, and a military 
cape. Un her breast there is a Red 
Cross. That emblem of service and 
suffering has been through the 
terrible conflict. She is lecturing 
in this country to raise funds for the 
stricken country of Poland.

grass from distant Africa is finding 
a place for itself. 

According to A. M. Nelson, secre- 
tary of the Imperial County Farm 
Bureau, Sudan grass will not com- 
pete with alfalfa on soil known as 
“alfaifa land,” but will supplement 
it on other soils, 

Sudan grass is a heavy vyvyielder. 
Grover Lofftus, president of the Im- 
perial County Farm. Bureau, last 
year obtained an average of sixteen 
tons of cured hay to the acre, where- 
as the average vield of alfalfa on 
good alfalfa lands in the valley is 
ten tons to the acre. Sudan grass 
is a quick grower, and in the valley 
has reached such a height that an

URE TO REMOVE WIRES, 


On the ground that the city and 
its Public Service Commissioners 
have violated a Federal statute by 
| failing to remove the primary and 
secondary wires on York boulevard, 
alleged to be in too close proximity 
to the wires of the Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Corporation; the latter 
filed a complaint through Attorney 
Howard C. Beach yesterday, asking 
that the city officials be cited inte 
court for contempt. 

An order to show cause was issued 
by Presiding Judge Finlayson re- 
turnable before Judge Jackson next 
Saturday. The punishment on con- 
viction for failing to obey an order 
of the court is five days in jall, or a 
fine of $500. The complaint was 
based on several affidavits, 

The action came originally be- 
fore Judge York, the corporation 
complaining that the  olty was 
stringing wires too close to the cor- 
poration’s high-power wires and 
that proximity was dangerous. 
Judge York granted a restraining 
order. Subsequently the City Coun- 
cil passed an ordinance requiring 
the gas corporation to remove poles 
and wires too close to the city’s 
poles and wires. The Board of Pub- 
lic Service was ordered, whenever 
deemed necesrary, to remove these 
poles and wires believed to be dan- 
gerous, 

The gas corporation complains 
that the city still retaing the pri- 
mary and secondary wires on York 
boulevard; that this is a violation 
of the United States laws and that 
therefore the defendants are in con- 
tempt.

Next Year’s Solar Eclipse. 
An article by Edison Pettit of 
the Washburn College observatory 
shows that the eclipse next year 
will be a return of that of May 28, 
1900, the intervening interval 
fs the ancient eclipse cycle, or Saros, 
of.eighteen years and eleven and 
one-third days. Accordingly, while 
the 1900 eclipse occurred about 8 
@&.m., that of 1918 will occur about 
4 p.m. (on an average for the whole 
country.) The duration of totality 
fe about the same in the two 
eclipses; namely, a minute and a 
Reif, The 1918 eclipse will begin 
when the moon’s shadow strikes the 
earth on the little island of Boro- 
dino, off the coast of Japan, at sun- 
Frise, June 9%, 1918. It will then 
Sweep eastward, and after a lapse 
of two hours and fifteen minutes 
will arrive at the mouth of the Co- 
lumbia River, Washington, June &, 
at 2:26 p.m., Pacific time, when it 
wil be going at a speed of thirty- 
‘iv three miles—a minute. It will cross 
the Mississippi River at 5:37 o'clock, 
central time, and leave the coast of 
ai Florida at 6:42, eastern time. The 
@fagonal journey across the United 
States will take forty-seven minutes. 
| © — | Mr. Pettit suggests that in case one 
@f the eclipse parties in the Western 
States should discover anything of 
Ae novel interest, such as an apparent 
Intromercurial planet, the fact could 
be telegraphed to other parties along 
the track of the eclipse in ample 
time to have the discovery checked 
i . _ by other observations.

POTATOES 
FOR FALL CROPS. 


ADVICE OF COUNTY COUNCIL 
OF DEFENSE. 


— 


Expert Declares Growers will not 
Only be Helping to Solve the 
Food Problem, but Probably will 
Receive Good Prices — Excep- 
tional Advantage Offered. 


Farmers and home gardeners are 
advised by W. 8. Rosecrans of the 
Foodstuffs Committee of the Coun- 
ty Council of Defense to plant fall 
potatoes. Indications are that they 
will command a good price. They 
are now sellifig higher than ever be- 
fore for this time of the year, and 
people who do plant will not only 
be helping to solve the food prob- 
lem, but should receive a fair re- 
turn for their time and expense. 

California has the unique pesition 
of being able to raise two crops a 
year, and should go the limit in tak- 
ing advantage of the situation. 
While the acreage planted to spring 
potatoes was larger than usual, the 
crop was not considerably increased 
owing to the decreased yield per 
acre due to the continued dry spell. 

Growers having seed potatoes to 
sell, or needing them for planting, 
are asked to communicate their re- 
quirements to the Foodstuffs Com- 
mittee at defense headquarters, No. 
719 South Hill street: phones, Main 
9404 and A3277. Location of po- 
tatoes should be given, the kind and 
the length of time out of the ground. 
Growers are cautioned about plant- 
ing potatoes which have been dug 
less than six weeks. 


IN SEARCH OF BOHEMIA. 


Pathetic Attempts to be Artistic as 
Seen in New York. 

{Irving Cobb in the Saturday 
Evening Post:] Some folk regard 
it as being Bohemian to eat a 60- 
cent dinner once so often in a res- 
taurant down in a sub-basement on 
the Lower West Side. Some think 
it to be Bohemian by encouraging 
their dandruff and slighting their 
teeth. Some seek to achieve the 
delectable state of Bohemianism by 
wearing soft collars and loose, black 
neckties, very Roycrofty;: some by 
professing mildly anafchistic ten- 
dencies, or by leaning to Socialism, 
or by favoring the latest and most 
advanced and, therefore, the most 
radical, wrinkles in art, the drama 
or literature; or by attending a cos- 
ture ball once in a while; or by re- 
siding in a studio apartment, which 
differs from any other top-floor 
room in the downtown district in 
that it has a skylight in the roof 
top instead of windows and is ven- 
tilated on the principle of a slot ma- 
chine. 

Many novices serve their appren- 
ticeship by defying the conventions 
in dress and manners; and many 


more—a goodly lot of these last— 


by acquiring membership in a club 
frequented by actors, or artists, or 
newspaper men, or all three, not 
knowing, in their ignorance, that 
real artists almost without excep- 
tion are smart business men who 
dress and behave unostentatiously, 
and that actors, as a class, are the 
most conventionally-minded per- 
sons in the world. Actors in their 
hours of ease would rather go to 
the country and put on overalls and 
raise chickens and fuss about vege- 
table gardens than do anything else 
imaginable. Their vocation con- 
demns them to live in a world of 
make-believe a good part of the 
time; when they can they like to 
hark back to what is natural and 
simple. As for newspaper men, 
they are a breed greatly changed 
from their professional predecessors 
of the old days. These times a 
newspaper is not a whit readier to 
sign up a brilliant man who drinks 
and leads a dissipated life than a 
bank would be. 


CITRUS GROWERS. READY 


if TO WAGE WAR ON SCALE. 


ITHIN the next ten days the 

W fumigation gangs in the cit- 

rus districts of Southern Cali- 

fornia will begin waging their an- 

nual campaign against the biack, 
red and purple scale. 

Francis G. Wyman of Claremont, 
manager of the Growers’ Fumiga- 
tion and Supply Company, which 
handied about 75 per cent. of the 
fumigation in the Pomona Valley, 
@ays the growers have an opportu- 
nity this fall to almost free their 
groves from scale. The hot wave 
about the middle of June burned up 
miBlions of scale eggs and killed 
wagonloads of adult scale. The 


weather would have made clean 
the trees but fer the fact that many 
scale exgs, which were hidden from 
. the sun during the hottest days, 
. have since hatched and started new 
| colonies. 
: | There will be more fumigation in 
the eltrus districts this year than 


i 


have been formed in recent months 
by growers at Corona, Fullerton and 
Orange. They will buy their tents, 
cyanide, sulphuric acid and other 
supplies in great quantities, and in 
that way greatiy diminish the usual! 


cost of treating their tre with | 


hydrocyanic acid gas. In the Po- 
mona Valley a liquid gas which is a 
byprodug of ice factories will be 
used experimentally in some of the 
groves. The greatest claim made for 
the liquid gas is that it can be taken 
into the groves in containers no. 
larger than any ordinary fire extin- 
guisher, whereas by the old gas sys- 
tem it is necessary to haul a tank 
down the tree middiles with a team of 
horses, and much fruit is knocked 
off in that way. 

The expense of fumigating will 
be about the same this year as last, 
the increase in cost since the war 
being from 1 to 3 cents a tree in 
some districts, depending upon the 
sort of contracts the fumigators 
have been able to make in purchas- 
ing cyanide. Under ordinary condi-

PICTURIZING JAPAN. 


PLUCKY AMERICAN RETURNS 
WITH TRAVELOGUE. 


By Grace Kingsley. 

That the picture possibilities of 
Japan have only begun to be exploit- 
ed is the belief of William H. Brad- 
shaw, art director and manager of 
the Trans-Pacific Films, Inc., a new 
picture concern incorporated in 
Japan, which recently made one of 
the most fascinating Japanese trav- 
elogue features ever produced. 

Mr. Bradshaw and his assistants 
penetrated into hitherto unphoto- 
graphed and in some cases hitherto 
untraveled portions of Japan, as re- 
vealed at a recent private showing 
of the five-reel film held in this 
city and which was attended by 
newspaper and trades-journal repre- 
sentatives, all of whom pronounced 
the film views in several respects the 
best ever produced. Not only is the 
photography first class, but the 
scenes were made with a view to 
the most perfect artistic composi- 
tion, while the subjects are such as 
to interest not only the scholar, but 
the regular fan. 

Considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced by Mr. Bradshaw in getting 


the Japanese are very suspicious of 
anybody carrying a camera. Final- 
ly an artful Japanese, whom Brad- 
shaw suspected of desiring to get 
possession of the film for his own 
use, succeeded in convincing a gov- 
ernment official that the picture peo- 
ple were foreign spies. Their film 
was confiscated, and they them- 
selves would have been thrown into 
jail but for the intervention of the 
American Consul at Tokio, who in- 
terceded in their behalf. 

“As mere Americans, however, 
and divorced from our cameras, we 
were treated with the utmost re- 
spect and courtesy, and even with 
our cameras, the Japanese, when 
they came to understand our mo- 
tives, were entirely peaceful, gave us 
their friendly and often eager co- 
operation,” said Mr. Bradshaw. “We 
had an old Japanese guide who 
proved a treasure, as he knew Japan 
as a ballyhoo knows his circus. 

“All our pictures were made with 
the consent of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, which, however, drew the 
line stiffly when it came to any of 
their fortifications, arsenals or am- 
munition factories, etc. When any- 
where near such places we. were 
trailed by detectives. This, under 
the world-war conditions, was prob- 
ablv entirely natural.” 

The temples of Japan were among 
the most interesting features photo- 
graphed. In speaking of this, Mr. 
Bradshaw sald: 

“We went into the interior as far 
as Nikko, where are some of the 
oldest and most beautiful mples 
in Japan. We, too, like the iven, 
deposited our money and were ad- 
mitted, though this was a rather 
special concession. At Kyoto are 
temples never before invaded by 
Caucasians IT am told, and here we 
obtained some unique views.” 

Railroad travel a part of the way 
between Mt. Fujisam and Yoko- 
hama is by horse cars. These are 
lifted bodily off to the side of the 
road when a freight car comes along 
either way, and the trip of seventy 
miles consumes nine hours. In ex- 
ploring round about Lake Shazi Mr. 
Bradshaw and his party were lost 
and walked all the way back, finally 
finding their way to Yokohama, foot- 
sore and nearly exhausted. At 
Yoshida on the FujJi trail they put 
up at a quaint little Japanese house 
built especially for pilgrims, but 
which never before, so far as any 
of the natives knew, had sheltered 
a white person. Here the Japanese 
children followed them all about, 
but were shy of appearing before 
the camera, the mothers snatching 
their little ones out of the way of 
the evil eye. - 

The famous cherry blossom fes- 
tival is one of the most interesting 
views, and woe to the ignorant 
stranger, says Mr. Bradshaw, who 
plucks a cherry blossom branch 
from a tree! Various phases of the 
festival were obtained, from semtb- 
formal ceremonies to the rollicking 
celebrations in the parks and on 
picnic grounds. Picturesque tea 
houses and their patrons and lovely 
dancing geisha girls add color and 
life to the views. 

Views of soldiers in training, of 
educational institutions, of public 
palaces, even the territory surround- 
ing that of the Mikado’s, are among 
the features, while the anctent travel 
methods of the Japanese up their 
rivers, which in the mountain re- 
gions are perilous to navigation, are 
not only beautiful, but thrilling in 
the extreme, since many hundred 
Japanese lose their lives every year 
propelling their frail craft up the 
mountain-bound ravines. 

Engaged in the production of pic- 
tures in Japan, there are at pres- 
ent four producing companies, ac- 
cordine to Mr. Bradshaw, all in. and 
around Tokio. Adhering to tradi- 
tion, no women are allowed to take 
part in the pictures, men taking 
their roles—though women are be- 
ginning to take their place on the 
stage. 

“Despite the famous Japanese 
thrift there seems to be no idea of 
saving film among the Japanese com- 
panies,”” said Mr. Bradshaw. “They 
don’t rehearse thoroughly as our 
companies do; instead they take the 
scenes over and over again. The 
plants are all substantial, beautiful 
and well-equipped. Their own 
stories are for the most part heavily 
dramatic and nearly all are adapted 
from history. They do not make 
comedies, but they are simply crazy 
about American-made pictures. 

“In most of the picture houses 
they have to give a four-hour enter- 
tainment, as otherwise the thrifty 
Japanese does not feel he is getting 
his money’s worth. A lecturer bab- 
bles along all the way through the 
picture exhibition.” 
“A Trip Through Japan” will 
probably be State-righted by Mr. 
Pradshaw, who takes the film to New 
York next week. Following the sale 
of hia picture he will return to Japan 
to take more pictures. These will be 
for the most part along educational 
and industrial lines, calculated to 
give an idea of the intellectual and 
industrial development of Japan.

This may seem a rather strong brief 
for the extra, but it is no more 
than he deserves, for it is acknow!l- 
edged that without him and his 
small call on the resources of the 
company it would be impossible to 
continue the making of pictures.

tinctive characteristics about his 
make-up to distinguish him. Of 
course, this condition has changed 
in the last year or two. Now nearly 
all the big companies know exactly 
where they can obtain the extra 
talent they desire, and keep in 
touch with these people, many of 
whom hold other jobs to help gain 
their livelihood. They are all paid 
by the day. In most cases their 
stipend is $3; when they have a bit, 
perhaps $5. Outside of this, they 
cost the film company nothing ex- 
cept In the matter of special cos- 
turning. 

The goal of every extra is. the 
part. When he has reached the 
point where this goal appears be- 
fore him he may be said to have 
covered the first mile. and one of 
the stiffest. on the trail to the 
hetehths of celebrity. There are 
mighty few persons out of 10060 or 
2000 who apply nowadays who ever 
get to be an extra even, and out 
of the extras emploved there are 
just about as few who really get 
parts. Of the number in the mil- 
lions who have fastened their hopes 
amid the constellations—well, we 
have about a half-dozen first-class 
stars, who have come via the extra 
route and have won their fame and 


stayed.

DESCRIBES HORROR. 


- Here the diary ended. But a par- 


tial narrative of the last day of 
preparation is told in a letter dated 


“From a shell hole in hell, 6th June, 7 


1917.” 

In part it read: 

“Thanks for your kind Ietter. I 
am still well, but quite discouraged. 
You have no idea what it is like— 
fourteen days passed in hellish fire 
night and day. In this marvelously 
beautiful weather we crouch togeth- 
er in holes and await our doom. 
The dead here are piled up by the 
British artillery alone, which is far 
superior to ours. Many are dead, 
too, from gas poisoning. Our divi- 
sion has lost 8400 men in barely 
three months. We are quite helpless 
against the English. Thirty men 
have been buried in mine galleries, 
and are burning in the bargain. 
Everyone refuses to go to the front 
line. Our heads ache 
Cigarettes taste of gas. Our artillery 
cannot fire in the daytime. Tommy 
sees it at once and it all dies away. 

“A terrible. devastated region. 
Such a pitiful life. No food, no 
drinking water all day, and the sun 
burns. At midnight dinner. and at 
3 in the morning coffee. but not al- 
ways, as in every act is danger to 
life. We all look forward with joy 
to being taken prisoner. If not soon 
relieved we will go mad: we are 
already muddled. They are artilierv- 
men, infantrvw and flying men here 
from Arras. They say Arras was the 
golden age compared with this time 
in hell. The English want to shoot 
us down, not make peace. Thev do 
not need infantry: tReir artillery is 
enough. We dare not let a glirthpse 
be seen of us.” 

Next morning at dawn the Brit- 
ish attacked. They swept the de-

ANCTENT MAN. 


Origin of the Race Retreating More 
and More Into Past. 


[Philadelphia Public Ledger:] The 


antiquity of man is still an absorb- 
ing topic among anthropologists and 
other scientists, and fresh discus- 
sions arise with each new discovery 
of ancient human remains. In this 
connection, it is Interesting to note 
that Dr. Arthur Keith, of Edinburgh. 
an authority on the subject, believes 
that the living Australian aborigine 
ig of an older type than any of the 
fossil] remains of modern man found 
in Eurcpe. The New York Medica! 
Journal says: 

“The date of the origin of the hu- 
man species, by each new discovery 
of missing chapters in its history. is 
shifted to a more and more remote 
time. The Neanderthal! skull, which, 
Ly its prominent supraorbital ridges, 


its length, and flattening from above 


downward, semed to link man close- 
ly, if loosely, to the higher apes, 
stil) had a brain capacity quite equa! 


to that of the average modern man. 


and on this account pointed to a still 
more remote beginning of the 
human being. The brain of the Nean- 
Gerthal man was not only large but 
elaborate, and, as shown by the re- 
mains of his culture, he possessed 
fre and made flint implementa 
Thovgh ancient, he was anything but 
ape. 

{ e Heidelberg skull, which re- 
sembled the Neandertha! 
but was still more markedly simian 
in general features, had also a ca- 
pacious brain case and is believed 
to have belonged to a creature with 
comparatively high mental develop- 
ment. The Neanderthal man is 
placed some 300.000 years back, 
while the Heidelberg skull is pre- 
ong to date to a doubly remote 
time.

by Dr. Dubols in Java, the bones 
of Pithecanthropus, as he has been 
of decidedly earlier 


called, were

their surroundings and by their own 
features; the brain case was small 
and the cranial traits were other- 
Wise more apelike than those of any 
other known remains. 
tural characters of Pithecanthropus,

“Although these early remains are 
few, and their restoration is not 
without difficulty, our notions of the 
age of man and the steps of his evo- 
lution have been much modified by 
the information they disclose. It ir 
certain that there exists today on 
the earth, in the person of the Aus- 
tralian native. a type of human be- 
ing as low in brain case capacity. 
and in mental development, as any 
of the types revealed by the prehise- 
toric remains, for, while even the 
Java skull had room for about 1500 
cubic centimeters of contents, the 
skull of the aboriginal Australian 
has a capacity as low as 930 cubic 
centimeters. 

“As Doctor Keith pute it, there are 
living remains of man in Australia 
older than any fossi] forms of mod- 
ern man in Europe. It is not impos- 
sible that these living men are di- 
rect representatives of the type from 
which even the fossil types sprang 
and which has persisted, though the 
latter have disappeared from the 
face of the earth. They may also 
represent the stock from which the 
living faces.

“In times of peace there is a thriv- 
ing passenger steamer service be- 
tween Harwich and Copenhagen, 
Antwerp, Rotterdam, Amsterdant, 
Hamburg and Hook of Holland, 
Travelers from London, which is sev- 


-enty miles by rail to the southwest, 


were accustomgi to boarding their’ 
steamers for the continent at the. 
Parkestone quay. the terminus of the 
Great Eastern Railway, two miles 
west of the center of the town. 
“Harwich is situated on a prom- 
ontory at the confluence of the Or- 
well and Stour rivers, the estuary 
of the two streams lapping the 
town's quays to the north and the 
waters of the North Sea lying a few 
miles to the east. It is protected by 
Landguard Fort, situated on a prom- 
ontory to the east across the mouth 
and by numerous 
batteries. 

“In addition to its passenger traf- 
fic, Harwich has considerable peace- 
time trade with Denmark, Germany 
and Holland, its exports consisting 
chiefly of cement, ironware, ma- 
chinery, leather and fish, while its 
Imports include woolen, cotton and 
silk goods, timber, grain and tobac- 
co. In 1912 the value of its total 
water-borne commerce was in ex- 
cess of $168,000,900, more than the 
total imports and exports of Phila-

The use of fetters goes back to 
ancient times. Fetters were usually 
made of brass and also in pairs, the 
word being in the dual number. Iron 
was occasionally employed for the 
purpose, (Psalms cv:18; cxlix:8.) 


The ancient Egyptians 
thelr grain close to the ear and aft- 
erward cut the straw close to the 
ground and laid it by. It was this 
straw that Pharoah refused to give 
to the Israelites. It was because 
of this refusal to give the longer 
straw to the Israelites that they 
were compelled to gather “stubble.” 
This was a matter of considerable 
difficulty, seeing that the straw itself 
had been cut off near to the ground. 


The word “purim,” the name of 
the great annual festival of the 
Jews, means “lots.” This feast com- 
memorates the preservation of the 
Jews in Persia from the massacre 
with which they were threatened by 
Haman (Esther ix.) They gave the 
name Purim or “Lots” to commem- 
orate the festival because he had 
thrown lots to ascertain what day 
would be auspicious for the mas- 
sacre. 


DOCTORS MORE EFFICIENT. 


British Officer Explains Acceptance 
of Men Once Disqualified. 
{Kansas City Star:}] In a recent 
investigation by a committee from 
the House of Commons, Gen, Sir Al- 


fred Keogh, director-general of the 
British army medical service, de- 
clared that while the department 
had been laboring under difficulties 
imposed by the lack of experienced 
army examiners, he was aware of 
no irregularities in the examination 
of men under the military service 
(review of exceptions) act. 

“When war broke out men were 
taken for medical examination to 
local practitioners, who could not 
possibly know the requirements of 
the service,” he said, “and the con- 
sequence was that a large number 
of men was recruited whom the au- 
thorities would not have thought of 
considering in peace times.” 

With such a corps of examiners, 
Sir Alfred declared, it was impos- 
sible to attain a common estandard, 
and this explained the fact that fre- 
quently men rejected by one board 
were accepted by another. “Many 
men were passed who ought not to 
have been passed,” he admitted, 
“but; on the other hand, a great 
number -of men were rejected who 
ought to have been passed under 
the category system. It Was very 
difficult to get the medical practi- 
tioners to understand that a man 
who could do anything in civil life 
could do that thing in the army.” 

The fact that the proportion of 
men passed by later boards, after 
having been rejected by examiners 
at the beginning of the war, steadily 
has increased during the war, Sir Al- 
fred attributed to the increased ef- 
ficiency of the boards, but vehement- 
ly denied that there had been any 
lowering of the standards for ac- 
ceptance.

THE TOUCHY SNAIL. 

But it ie well to remember that 
fir Herbert had an older ancestry 
than Germany enjoys, and he drew 
hie derivation from the race that 
compiled the Old Testament. You 
may remember that in one of his 
earliest public addresses, he enlarged 
upon his favorite text that the Jews 
; were (Cilke the Irish) one of the two

and ideas, and in this judicious and 
necessary work Sir Herbert set a 
creditable example and the grateful 
pittites will long remember him as 
the lessee. While, however, the 
grateful pittite will remember him 
as the lessee who first gave us a 
comfortable reserved seat for half 
a crown (that is, little more than 
half a doliar,) there are many 
things to set on the contra side of 
the account. Tree had pretensions 
to being considered a patron of 
poets, but with the exception of his 
commissions to the expensive but es- 
sentially unpoetic dramatist, the 
late Stephen Phillips, Tree came out 
of these encounters more like the 
eminent’ Macready in his unworthy 
treatment of Browning than Irving 
in hie princely demeanor towards 
Tennyson. Those acquainted with 
the circumstances know how Tree's 
promises and hope deferred played 
upon the mind of Coleridge Taylor 
in his poverty and sent him to an 
untimely end. 
ONE OF IRVING'S JESTS. 

So many stories are told of Sir 
Herbert, and the professional mime 
has made so free with his throaty 
utterance and startled pose, that he 
has grown to be a figure almost as 
familiar as was Toole’s or Irving's, 
when we should have safd years ago 
that this was impossible. One of 
the best greenroom yarns of him I 
know is one that was once told in 
his presence in the smoky at- 
mosphere of the Press Club and I 
well remember his amusement. It 
related to a white horse he borrowed 
from the Lyceum in order to make 
his royal entry as Richard the Sec- 
ond, and when Irving asked him 
how the animal suited, Tree left an 
opening (unusual for him) by say- 
ing that the brute had no manners. 
It yawned, so it appeared, and 
Irving drily rejoined: “Ah, Tree, 
Tree, I always said that horse would 
have made a great theatrical critic.” 
Another and more familiar yarn was 
of his notorious affectation of ab- 
stractednese. He went into a coun- 
try postoffice and asked for a stamp, 
for a sheet of stamps. It was put in 
front of him, and planting a de- 
cisive finger on one in the middle 
of the pound’s worth, he remarked 
dramatically, ““‘That one I will take.” 
He didn’t get it, and come to think 


of it, I don’t believe he ever said 
it, for the story is probably apo- 


cryphal; but nothing could be more 
arboreal. 
WEAKNESS FOR FLATTERY. 


But I can add a personal rem- 
iniscence for which I can vouch, for 
I have the documents. It fell to 
my lot once to interview him about 
his scheme of a school of acting, 
and few things in his life, even his 
crusading in America on behalf of 
the present war, so carried him 
away as this plan for converting all 
our stage-struck frailty, male and 
female, into imitation Trees, or a® 
least a~wilderness of shrubbery. In 
my article I casually mentioned 
that Garrick had brought Shakes- 
peare to our stage and made him 
popular; Kean had introduced the 
art of “drama by flashes of light- 
ning,’’ as Byron said, and Irving had 
lifted to perfection the neglected 
science of stage production, whereas 
Tree had now added his quoth to 
our theatrical progress by this proj- 
ect of an acting academy. He was 
not its originator, by any means, but 
let that pass. Tree in those days 
employed a capable and plausible 
factotum who acted for him in lit- 
erary and other capacities much as 
the late Bram Stoker used to act 
for Irving, and this master of di- 
plomacy carried out his chief's be- 
hests by making a_ considerable 
requisition on my disposition to 
oblige. He said Mr. Tree was in- 
expressibly charmed with the proof, 
and especially with my judicious 
tributes to his great predecessors. 
Instead of saying, however, that 
whereas they had done such and 
such a thing, he was about to do 
something else, would I mind saying 
that he had done all that they had 
done and more, and was now about 
to crown his unexampled career with 
this colossal achievement or some- 
thing to that effect? The appeal was 
irresistible in its comic audacity. 
The factotum altered it as he de- 
sired, but I was careful to remove 
my signature. It remains a curious 
and instructive instance of the 
length to which the theatrical tem- 
perament will go in its appetite for 
praise, even praise of the homemade 
order. 

TREE AND THE CABMAN. 

Let us follow on with a story or 
two from other sources. For years 
Tree's friends have told of the time 
when he used to live right away in 
the West of London—leng yeags be- 
fore he built His Majesty's Theater, 
and capped it with that sumptbhous 
sanctum high up in the dome, siete 
he used to hold dazzling receptio 
or brood and carefully prepare 
equally-dazzling impromptus of his. 
Well, one midnight after the play 
he engaged a cabman to drive him 
westward, and in reply to Jehu’s 
queries simply said “Right on,” By 
stages they got as far as Hammer- 
smith, Broadway, and the cabby, 
concluding he had a madman en A 


on his mind, woke him from a’ rev- 
erie with the peremptory demand, 
whether: he had a home and where’? 
Tree, thoroughly aroused, fired up 


hands, or else a man with a wager} 


whipster with scorn and asked, 
“Why should I tell a man like you 
where my beautiful home is?” 
Cabby gave it up; it was too early 
in the morning for conundrums in 
esthetics, so he took himself off with 
his fee, and Tree departed for his 
home, which was miles away, well 
content with this flash of inspiration. 
Asked in later years if the yarn was 
true, he said if not it ought to be; 
but I believe it is. 

He had a power of withering 
repartee and sarcasm which came in 
handy now and then. At rehearsal 
once a juvenile actor with obsolete 
ideas interfered with suggestions and 
was told to fall back a bit, and then 
again. But, at the request, he point- 
ed out that a step farther back would 
land him, off the stage, and the sar- 
castic manager gaily answered, 
“That's right.” I once heard a de- 
bater at a Playgoers’ Club discussion 
try and pose Tree with some ab- 
struse point on the ethics or meta- 
physics of the drama, and he 
clenched the situation with the sen- 
tentous dictum, “Acting, my friend, 
is not a human impertinence, but a 
gift of God.” Though this was but 
a variant on a saying he had used 
many times before, it served his pur- 
pose and left his interlocutor smoth- 
ered with laughter and confusion. 
On another occasion, when a rabid 
interviewer waited upon him in his 
study and tried to buttonhole him, 
Tree made answer that he had been 
forestalled by a rival, but he did it 
in his own witty way by saying, 
“That man (pointing to a retreating 
figure) has taken your bread out of 
my mouth.” 

TYPICAL ANECDOTES. 


Tree often recalled a first night 
some years ago, when he was re- 
duced to a state of mental and phy- 
sica] pulp. At the end of the first 
act the brilliant and witty author 
entered the greenroom of the the- 
ater. “Well, and how did I get on?” 
the actor asked, hungry for encour- 
agement. Scanning Tree’s trembling 
and perapiring form, the author ob- 
served: “I see your skin has been 
acting, at all events.” 

A friend expressed astonishment 
that with so much upon his mind 
he was able to sleep at nights. “I 
fancy.”’ Tree retorted, “you are con- 
foundirig cause with effect. It is be- 
cause I sleep well I am able to ac- 
complish what I do.” 

“Again and again,” remarked Sir 
Herbert once, “I have seen plays 
developed on the stage to their mani- 
fést advantage, and I am bold enough 
t6 dontend that a first-class produc- 
er stands upon a level very little be- 
neath that occupied by a first-class 
dramatist. The author who comes to 
rehearsal with an open mind, with 
® mind prepared to receive and act 
upon suggestions, can hardly fail to 
benefit by the fact. As an actor and 
prod I may be excused for 
claiming for actors a large share of 
the credit attached to any success- 
\ful staze production. Let others say 
what thev will, the artist must al- 
ways have a substantial influence

stage aspects and affairs: 
SAYINGS THEATRICAL. 


There is one aspect of the stage 
career which, I think, is not suffi- 
ciently recognized, namely, the exer- 
cise of dramatic art as a pleasure 
to the player; a pleasure as great, 
I venture to think, as grouse shoot- 
ing, horse racing, football, fly-fish- 
ing, or even bezique. 

A theater must be run on auto- 
cratic principles; that it must be the 
work of one man, howsoever he may 
be assisted by capable lieutenants. 
Elsewhere he insisted, “My mistakes 
are my own. I have had the privi- 
lege of paying for them. It is of 
them I am proudest.” 

If the commercial managers of 
America had but served Shake- 
speare as they have served musical 
comedy he would not have been de- 
serted in his old age. 

Of a certain well-known actor he 
declared, “He had supreme rever- 
ence for the canons of art, but"— 
laying special emphasis on the last 
word—"he had no more personality 
than an Abernethy biscuit. He was 


one of the all-buts of life.” Of a 
second—and one intuitively feels 
how faithful is the presentment— 


“His look is of one who feels him- 
self unworthy to tie his own shoe 
strings.”

Peace to his ashes! There are 
many ereater performances of 
“Hamiet” than his where for many 
a year to come we shall think we 
see his overdressed figure sneak in 
with a characteristic sweep of the 
eyes, and kiss unobserved the hem 
of Ophelia’s gown or lay a flimsy 
nosegay in her open grave. These 
were tricks and graces he never 
learned to deny himself, and much 
must be forgiven him because he 
loved the stage, or at least the foot- 
lights. He would have been inex- 
pressibly gladdened had he foreseen 
that he was going to have his death 
occasioned by the same kind of ac- 
cident as the late King Edward—a 
fracture of ligaments at the knee 
and a fall downstairs in consequence. 
But at any rate we have to mourn 
in him the sublimation of the Vin- 
cent Crummles type of actor-man- 
ager as Dickens held it up (for 
sympathy and laughter, and what- 
ever else Tree was or failed to be, 
he was a prince in the art of en- 


tertainment. 


SOMEWHAT PERSONAL. 


The same sermon he preached 
there sixty years ago was delivered 
at Cape Girardeau recently by Dr. 
J. C. Maple, but there was none 
among the congregation, save the 
doctor himself, who had hoard it 
before. Dr. Maple’s first pastorate 
after he had been graduated from 
college was at Cape Girardeau. For 
his first sefmon he chose for his 
text, “Thy word is a lamp unto 
my feet and a light unto my path.” 
From the yellowed manuscript he 
gave the same sermon in the First 
Baptist Church, of which he is now 
pastor emeritus.

OW BLIND ARE 
TAUGHT TO READ. 


FRENCH SCIENTIST INVENTS 
EASILY-LEARNED SYSTEM. 


The Braille Method Valuable bat 
has Two Drawbacks—Not Easy 
to Learn—Dr. Cantonnet of Paris 
Describes the Advantages of the 
‘Newest Method. 


{Dr. A. Contonnet, opthalmogist 
of Cochin Hospital, Paris, in La 
Presse Medicale:] Typhiography, cr 
writing for the blind, was made at 
first by printing the usual characters 
of the alphabet in relief, but in con- 
tinuous strokes; this was the first 
process used, that of Abbe Valentin 
Hauy. Braille was the first to rec- 
ognize that the fingers of the blind 
are not sufficiently sensitive to the 
continuous stroke, because this con- 
tinuous sensation does not awaken 
the attention as when the discon- 
nected stroke is used—that is, the 
stippled or dotted stroke; in effect, 
at each point of departure the finger 
receives a new sensation, which thus 
arouses the attention. 

Braille writing has rendered im- 
mense service and it may be stated 
that his is the method which has en- 
abled the blind to emerge from the 
intellectual night which aggravated 
so much the physical darkness in 
which they are plunged. 

But the Braille method has two 
drawbacks. In the first place, it is 
a conventional writing; it must be 
mastered, and the study of it, far 
from easy even for the man in pos- 


borious for the blind man, especially 

for the blind soldier of this war, 

Plunged suddenly into darkness, and 

who, in the majority of cases, is an 
tered rustic. | 

In the second place, Braille is 
written from right to left and read 
from left to right. The above diffi- 
culty is added to those resulting 
from the conventional character of 
method. Braille is thus difficult to 
master, proof of which lies in the 
fact that more than half of the war 
blind are incapable of grasping it. 
Some of these, to be sure, learn a lit- 
tle about it while they are at the 
school of “re-education,” but little 
by little they drop the use of it when 
they return to their homes and end 
by forgetting it entirely. 

It is difficult for the war blind to 
master Braille—the case of those 
born blind and those who grad 
lose their sight is somewhat differ- 
ent—this apprenticeship is much 
more difficult for those who can see; 
and yet these are guided by their vi- 
sion and it would seem that for 
them the task must be much easier; 
but the man who can see is a rich 
man in the sensorial sense—he will 
give well of his compassion and his 
money to the blind, but they are few 
indeed with the power of sight who, 
in the midst of their affairs. will 
make that sustained effort which is 
necessary to the mastery of Braille. 
There are a few philanthropists in 
every city who, possibly, have taken 
the trouble to tackle Braille, but it 
ends there. 


MUST HAVE MEANS OF WRITING 


Now, presently, the blind soldier 
must be able to return to his vil- 
lage, there to take up some trade 
or vocation whereby he may add to 
his pension. He must then he able 
to correspond both with his 
clients or customers, and with those 
who supply him with raw materials. 
Now among all these eventual cor- 
respondents not one, or scarcely 
one, will know Braille, even ad- 
mitting that the blind soldier knows 
it himself, which, as we have seen, 
is not so tin the majority of cases. 

Therefore, while recognizing the 
great benefits of Braille, we must 
needs conclude that it does not lend 
itself in practice to an easy corre- 
spondence between the war blind 
and their more fortunate fellows. 

Hence I have been conducting a 
research, with the encouragement 
of M. Brieux of L’Academie Fran- 
caise, for some means of contriving 
a writing in relief, in dots, and in 
the familiar characters. 

I have arrived at an extremely 
simple process. IT have had a cop- 
per reglet constructed at slight cost 
which permits of sixteen letters or 
signs on a line. (My disinterested- 
ness in the manufacture of this reg- 
let permits me to say that ft, is set 
up bv the Foucher establishments, 
No. 62 Boulevard Jourdan, Paris, 
Fourteenth Arrondisement, now 
manufacturers of the Braille plan- 
chette.) Each letter comprises three 
grooves, in each of which three 
points or dots can be punched: thus, 
there is for each letter a maximum 
of nine possible points; by the ar- 
rangement of the points pricked all 
the letters can be .traced out, also 
punctuation marks and numerals. 
The letters are all capitals except 
the B, the N and the Q. Each nnu- 
meral is indicated by as manv points 
as there are units in the numeral 
(one dot for No. 1, two dots for No. 
2. ete.; a symbol (three slanting 
dots,) meaning “numbers begin,” is 
inserted in the text before the nu- 
merals or mathematical symbols 
start: a similar sign, but inclined 
in the opposite direction, meaning 
“numbers end,” tndicates that 
mathematics have concluded and or- 
dinary writing becins again. 

An extremely short training pe- 
riod is quite sufficient to learn this 
process of typhlography:

His Country will Triumph as a 
Democracy—He Points Out 
the Peculiar Kinship 
with America. 


In the ultimate triumph of democ- 
racy and the faith that is in the Rus- 
sian people Theodore Kosloff, the fa- 
mous ballet artist, who is sojourning 
in Los Angeles this sufmmer, has the 
utmost confidence. 

“My people will triumph over the 
difficulties now so threatening to the 
republic,” he says optimistically. 
“There is a peculiar kinship with! 
America that cheers me. The dis- 
covery of America and the evolution 
of the Russian ballet were simulta-: 
neous. 

“And the two have kept pace 
equally. In America were wars, in 
the beginning, the rearranging of 
life and the establishment of new 
government and foundations. Thus 
with the ballet there were struggles, 
new foundations to be built. new 
forma, inventions and creations to be 
searched for that went even beyond 
democratic America into anar- 
chy. And then came ae time 
when each should learn of the 
other. America sent her com- 
mercialism to Russia and in return. 
Ruesia sent her pulsating are in the 
ballet to America. The two have tem- 
pered each other and now political 
as well as artistic Russia has taken 
the place of the anarchists. Despite 
seeming differences, Russia is very 
like America. Cool culture guides 
and governs America; in Russia 
warm temperamént of Asiatic blood 
sways affairs. That .is why her arts, 
politics and life are so different from 
all the nations. But there is kin- 
ship, and, when you come to think of 
it, Russia's advance has been won- 
derful. It is now five years since 
her art revolutionized the world and 
five months since her politics as- 
tounded the world, From an abso- 
lute monarchy to a socialistic. re- 
public! 

“I don’t know what is to come, 
but I am proud and glad for Russia 
—for her art and for her friendship 
with America. And I feel certain 
she will ultimately come through the 
present storms one of the really big.

The Horse Car no Longer in Vogue 
in New York City. 

Jim Cusick, who's been driving 
horse cars for forty-two years, re- 
tired yesterday. So did his jaded 
nags, George and Dick. And with 
them there disappeared from the 
tracks of the soon-to-be-abandoned 
Bleecker Street and Fulton Ferry 
liailroad Company, in the old Green- 
wich and Chelsea sections of the 
city, New York's last horse car. 

Public Service Commissioners, city 
cficials and newspaper men were 
passengers on Jim's car for its final 
trip. Each paid a fare, the total 
receipts being $1.55, constituting the 


biggest day’s business in many 
months. On. July 17 Jim's car car- 
ried only two pasengers. «which 


meant only 10 cents for the com- 
piny. Being the only car on the 
line its and the company’s receipts 
during recent years have been: 
$178.80 in 1916 and $103.60 in 1917. 
Because it costs $1.50 to carry each 
5-eent pasenger was determined 
ta close‘the line. 

The moving pictures that were 
taken of the car's last trip prob- 
ably will show Jim in tears as he 
stepped from the rickety front plat- 
form when the car was returned to 
the stable after having been driven 
from Broadway and Bleecker street 
to MacDougal street. to West 
Twelfth street, to Hudson street, and 
to Fourteenth street and Ninth ave- 
nue.

ST. PAUL’S HAY OROP, 


(St. Paul Pioneer Press:] St. Paul 
has been n harvesting a municipal hay 
crop, 

Scores of men . with mowing ma- 
chines, horse-drawn rakes and 
pitchforks have been at work cut- 
ting the hay, loading it on the big 
hayracks.to carry away and piling 
it in etacks to cure. 

They have sweltered under the 
July sun, working in a pleasant at- 
mosphere, the clover, fresh-cut hay, 
birch, willow and grass scenting the 
air. 

Not on any city farm or in the 
open country outside the city does 
St. Paul harvest its municipal hay,

yield tons of good hay. Wheelock 
parkway—-the interpark boulevard 
route—ts being gone over this year 
with’ the mowers and rakes and the 
automobile roads and side lots of 
the Phalen-Vadnais chain of lakes 
will yield tons of hay for the city.

The excess of the city crop will 
be condemned By the park depaft- 
ment, turned over to the purchasing 
“department and advertised for sale. 
Thie year’s crop is expected to net 
the city $1000 more than a year ago. 

Part of this money, however, will 
go to pay the employees who act as 
municipal harvest hands. Y ago 
St. Paul adopted the plan of John 
D. Rockefeller on his Pocantico Hills 
estate, using a flock of sheep as lawn 
mowers at Como and Phalen Park. 
This is no longer practical here. 

Another hay crop will be cut late 
this fall if warm weather continues, 
pafk officials predict, in which case 
St. Paul, they say, may be the first 
city to make money through in- 
tensive farming. 

And while the cit government 
carries on its official farming on the 
park hay flelds, St. Paul citizens by 
scores are doing their bit on vacant 
lots and vacant blocks throughout 
the city. Hay prices range from $6 
to more than $17 a ton, and the 
home-gardening citizen, contemplat- 
ing the luxuriant growth on his 
neighbor’s lot, dreams of quick for- 
tunes to be’ made from the idle, but 
hay-bearing soil of the vacant lot. 

Few, however, actually realize 
more than the $6 minimum price aft- 
er hiring the cutting and calling for 
the hay dealer’s wagon. “Too many 
weeds,” is the usual verdict.

Survey Shows Need for a 


Greater Output. 
> 


Requirements Growing Faster 


than the Industry. 


Reforestation Suggested as 


Best Future Safeguard. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1. — The 
Secretary of Agriculture, D. F. Hous- 
ton, has issued the following state- 


ment: 


“Conditions in the paper industry 
have constituted one of the most se- 
rious of our domestic problems dur- 
ing the last year. Due to the exorbi- 
tant prices charged for nevs print, 
the profits of the great dailies were 
either wiped out entirely or else re- 
duced to a minimum, while the small 
publishers were brought face to face 
with suspension and even absolute 
ruin. Periodical publishers have fared 
no less badly, the profits of book 
publishers have changed to lossea in 
many cases, and the price of paper 
of every kind has risen by leaps and 


bounds. 


“The Federal Trade Commission 
has brought some measure of relief 
to the newspaper publishers. Compe- 
tition has been freed from restraint, 
prices have been made to bear a 
closer relation to the cost of produc- 
tion, and a more equitable system of 
distribution has been devised so that 
the ‘little fellows’ will get their fair 
share of the manufactured product. 
But, while the inquiry of the com- 
mission developed artificial control it 
developed also that here is almost an 
equal balance between supply and 


demand in the paper industry. 
GROWING USE OF PAPER. 


“In 1914 we used about 6000 tons 
of news print every day. Our present 
use has reached 6000 tons a day, 
and the demand appears to be in- 
creasing at the rate of 10 per cent. a 
year, materially faster than the in- 
crease in population. To supply our 


presses with news print réquires an- 


nually about 3,000,000 cords of pulp 
wood. To meet our requirements for 
magazines and book paper. station- 


ery and business papers of all forms, 
wrapping papers, wall papers, card- 
board, fiber board and the like, 
4,000,000 cords more of pulp wood 
are consumed annually. Production 


barely keeps pace with this con- 


| sumption. For instance, the estimat- 


ed demand for news print for the 


first six months of 1917 is 888,000 
tons. Against this is placed an esti- 
mated supply of 920,000 tona. 


SUPPLIES. 


“As if this close balance was not 
peril enough, there is the added fact 
that the United States depends upon 
Canada for a third of its news print 
paper, either in the form of eames 
product or raw material. This pr 
portion is increasing rapidly. The 
pressure of economic conditions and 
lack of foresight in cutting the for- 


ests have so depleted the avallable 


private supply of pulp woods in 


many of the paper manufacturing 


States that there is not enough left 
to last more than ten or fifteen years. 
As a consequence, Canada is more 
and more called upon for pulp 
woods, and American manufactur- 
ers are showing an increasing dispo- 
sition to slip across the border into 
the virgin forests of the Dominion. 


“It is this condition of dependence 


that should be ended. Changes in Ca- 
nadian policy might at any time cut 


off our newspapers from this source 


of supply or make gt available only 
at excessive cost. On the other hand. 


our own forest resources are ample 
to meet all the paper requirements 
of the country. Aside from the waste 
materials produced in the manufac- 
ture of lumber and the possible

While pulp-wood stumpage in the 
Northern States costs from $2.50 to 
$5 per cord standing in the forest. 
first-class western timbers are avail- 
able at prices ranging from 25 cents 
to $1.50 per cord.

Now that prices are down 
to a level that Ineures a more uniform 
consumption of Valencias, these 
small dealers are again in the mar- 
ket and the situation is developing 
a firmer feeling with a more active 
demand. The fact that many of the 
Valencias are showing up  ~»peor 
color helps to pull down the general 
average price realized. In addition 
to this, considerable of the fruit is 
lacking in quality and while the 
fruit cannot be said to be frozen or 
heated in the true sense of the 
words, there ts “something” lacking 
in some of the Valencias either as a 
result of the cold weather earlier tn 
the season er the hot spell two 
months ago that is. responsible for 
the poor quality of some of the fruit 


now being offered. Owing to the 


well-known “come-back”" qualifica- 
tions of the Valencia orange the bal- 
ange of the crop remaining to be 
moved may show no trace of this 
condition, which, of course, is not 


general, but troublesome; neverthe- 


less it reflects on the crop as @& 
whole.

At least ten of 
these woods were proved 
enough for news print, and papers 
made from some of them actually

York Herald and St. Louls 
public. 
WATER POWER. 


Almost equal in importance to the 
itimber of the Pacific Coast belt and 
the Rocky Mountain belt are the 
publicly-owned water powers, a sec- 
ond primary essential of the paper 
industry. Undeveloped power 
there in sufficient quantity and avail- 
able for exploitation and use under 
reasonable measures of government 
control, This is equally true with 
respect to coal, almost as important 
in paper manufacture as pulp wood 
itself. Both in Alaska and in the 
Rocky Mountain region the Federal 
government owns great coal flelds of 
tremendous richness, abundantly 
able, so the experts report, to sup- 
ply every national need for many 
years. The one problem to be faced 
is that of the best means of utlliza- 
tion. How may our tremendous na- 
tural resources be given the quick- 
est and most effective relation to 


the national needa. 
FOREST RESOURCES. 


“The first plan is that of public 
sales of raw material to the manu- 
facturers. This already is being done 
to some extent. During the last year 
national forest timber sales to lum- 
ber companies, railrogds and min- 
ing companies and one western paper 


mill amounted to $1,795,000. 


plan calls for contractual relations 
between the government and private 
capital. New mills might be erected 
in Alaska, the Puget Sound country 
or the Rocky Mountain region, un- 
der agreements with the govern- 
ment for a long-term supply of raw 
material, guaranteed under 
equitable adjustment of prices from 
time to time. This already is being 
done in the case of certain saw mills. 
Such contraets may readily contain 
provisions which give the public ef- 
fective control of possible industrial 


combinations or monopolies. 


NEWS PRINT IN ALASKA. 


“Experts of the Forest Service re- 
port that it is entirely practicable to 
manufacture news print in Alaska 
and deliver it to New York through 
the Panama Canal at a cost of not 
more than $35 a ton. When it is 
considered that recent prices have 
ranged from $60 a ton upward, it Is 
evident that an excellent competitive 
basis exists fer the introduction of 


western papers. 


“The development of private 
paper plants in the West might be 
supplemented by the erection of 
mills by the Federal government it- 
self. It is estimated that a mill 
with a capacity of 100 tons of news 
print a day can be built in Alaska 
for $2,500,000. Even if the output 
of the mill was confined to the needs 
of the government alone, it is prob- 
able that such a mill would pay for 
fteelf in no great length of time, 
while addingysomething to the paper 


supply of the nation. 


“The fundamental problem is to 
bull4d up paper production in the 
United States to keep pace with a. 
growing demand and afford a suffi- 
cient supply at all times to hold 
prices at reasonable levels. To the 
extent that private enterprises will 
do this, it would appear unnecessary 
for the government to undertake it, 
particularly if the publicly-owned 
forests can be utilized for the pur- 
pose under conditions which give 
‘the public control of industrial or- 
ganizations. In the event that pri- 
vate capital cannot be enlisted, 
however, to meet the needs of a 
larger paper supply available at fair 
prices, it may well be that the Fed- 
eral government should enter the 
industry as a direct method of con- 


trolling the situation. 


USE OF WOOD NOW WASTED. 
“These are the larger aspects of 
the situation. There are certain di- 


rect and simple approaches, however, 
that call for nothing g@more than 
greater economy. The waste that 
now occurs in the manufacture of 
lumber is estimated by the Forest 
Service at something over 60,000,000 
cords annually. At least 40,000,000 
cords consists of coniferous woods, a 
part of which is suitable for the 
manufacture of various grades of 
paper, although thé cost of as- 
sembling it in sufficient quantities to 
support a paper plant is often pro- 
hibitive. Experiments at the Forest 
Products Laboratory show that much 
of this waste can be utilized for the 
manufacture of kraft wrapping 
papers, fiber board and other pulp 
products. In the case of sawmills 
that cut up spruce, hemlock, etc., the 


waste can often be gathered 


shipped with profit to news-print 


mills, 


“The use for pulp of waste ma- 
terial left after lumbering recently 
has been introduced in lumbering 
operations in Pennsylvania and parts 
of the South. Hemlock tops and 
broken, defective logs are peeled in 
some Pennsylvania lumber camps, 
cut Into five-foot lengths, and sold 
for pulp wood. From 250,000 to 
260,000 cords of slab wood and other 
mill waste are now consumed every 
year for pulp. In 1908, hemlock 
formed 41 per cent. of the saw- 
mill waste used, and its average 
value was $4.07 per cord, about two- 
thirds that of hemlock cordwood tn 
the round. In Wisconsin, sawmills 
often eel) their hemlock siabs to 
paper mills for from $2 to $3 per 
cord. This is a form of conserva- 
tion that should be given speed and 


drive. 


FORESTRY THE SOLUTION. 
“So much for the immediate prob- 
lem of supplying the paper require- 
ments of the United States today. 
For the second phase of the prob- 
lem, that of an assured future sup- 
ply ‘of paper within our own borders, 
there fs only one solution: the prac- 
‘tice of forestry to keep up a con- 
tinuous production of pulp wood. 
There is nothing difficult about this 
solution if the latent producing ca- 
pacity of the forest lands in the 
United States is utilized. .There is 
no reason why the regions now sup- 
porting large paper-making plants 
should not do so permanently, 
Norway does, if the native resources 
@/| of those regions gre but properly or- 
seaees and intelligently used. The 
production of pulp woods, in fact, 


fers one of the best opportunities for = from the burden of annual 
property taxes, payin 
on the returns from 


forestry in the United States, because 
small, quickly-grown material can be 
utilized for this purpoke, and because 
many of the fastest-growing trees, 
like poplar or Norway spruce, are 
adapted to it. 

“With intelligent cutting and pro- 
tection from fire, the land will re- 
Stock itself. Unintelligent cutting 
that ‘skins’ the land, however, may 
cail eventually for artificial refor- 
estation. Denuded land can 
planted with 1000 young trees per 
acre, nurséry grown, at a cost of 
about $10 per acre. Some of the 
paper companies itn New England 
are acquiring and protecting jarge 
areas of forest land, many of them 
culled or cut over, In order to In- 
sure a future supply of raw material 
to protect the enormous investments 
represented by their paper plants. 
In a few instances, a limited amount 
of planting has been Gone. Con- 
siderable areas of inferior ure 
land, worn-out farms, and the like 
in New England have been restocked 
with trees. either through a gradual! 
reversion to forest by natural causes 
or by artificial planting, because 
their owners have realized that these 
lands of low value could be utilized 
to 9 best advantage by producing 
wood. 


POLICY NEEDED. 


“In other sections, like consider- 
able portions of the lake States, re- 
forestation is not coming about 
through economic development, or 
is coming about so slowly that it 
will be far behind the need,of for- 
est-using industries for raw material. 
In such regions public initiative and 
enterprise must take the lead. Prob- 
ably the greatest need is for an in- 
telligent, farsighted administration 
of the forest lands now in pubiie 
ownership, in one form or another, 
and for the addition of cut-over for- 
est lands of low value to the public 
holdings, State and Federal alike. 

“Practically all European coun- 
tries have found that a considerable 
body of publicly-owned forests was 
essential in working out their prob- 
lem of keeping up continuous for 
production. The United States will 
prove no exception to this rule, and 
the building up of State and Fed- 
eral forest holdings under expert, 
nonpartisan administration is one 
of the most important steps to in- 
sure a future supply of paper as 
well as other basic forest products. 

“On the 165,000,000 acres of Fed- 
eral forest holdings in the national 
forests, the timber is being used 
under scientifiC methods of cutting, 
as there is demand for it, and the 
lands denuded by old fires are being 
reforested by planting to the extent 
of 20,000 acres annually. Federal 
holdings also are being extended by 
purchase in the Eastern States. un- 
der the Weeks law, for the protec- 
tion of navigable streams. 

STATE FOREST RESERVES. 

“A number of States have made 
valuable beginnings in this direc- 
tion. Pennsylvania has acquired 
State forest reserves aggregating | 
more than f,000,000 acres, and con- 
sisting largely of culled or cut-over 
lands which the State has been able 
to purchase at low valuations. New 
York has extensive State holdings; 
Wisconsin and Michigan both have 
small areas; Minnesota recently has 
passed a constitutional amendment 
which will permit the creation of 
permanent State reserves. All these 
efforts, in the aggregate, fall 
short of the need. Particularly in 
the lake States, in whose early 
economic development forest re- 
sources probably had the 
part, is there a general lack of an 
intelligent public conception of this 
problem and of adequate measures 
toward its solution. 

“The right kind of land ownership 
is fundamental in working out the 
problem of a sustained supply of 
lumber, paper, and other essential 
forest products. There must be 
stable interest which insures per- 
manent forest production. This may 
be supplied by general economic de- 
velopment. Otherwise, it must be 
supplied by the farsighted point of 
view of the community, elt 
through direct public ownership or 
a sufficient measure of public con- 
trol to secure the results necessary. 

BUILD UP FOREST. 

“An immediate necessity in the 
accomplishment of this object is to 
bulld up the forest departments of 
the various States—to get behind 
fire protection, to push reforestation 
of State lands, to demand acqguilsli- 
tion of permanent forest reserves, 
and to support expert investigative 
work in forestry. Expert classifica- 
tion of receded tax lands should 
heve an important place in this de- 
velopment. Cut-over lands not suited 
to agriculture or which have but a 
low or questionable value for tillage 
should be kept by the States and 
added to their forest reserves, so 
that an aggressive public policy of 
reforestation may be pursued. This 
is one line of attack upon the vital 
and general problem of how to put 
all classes of land to thelr most 
productive use. 

FOREST LANDS. 


“Another thing that m be 
brought about is full recognition of 
the public interest in all forest lands, 
It is not enough that the State 
should look after its own holdings; it 
must extend its authority to the 
management of private holdings as 
far as may be necessary to meet 
public needs. We must recognize, in 
other words, that forest lands have, 
in a measure, the nature of public 
utilities, 

“A first step in such regulation is 
compulsory fire protection, the start- 
ing point of forestry. Not only, how- 
ever, should each land owner be re- 
quired to do his share in preventing 
or suppressing forest fires. but the 
public fttself should co-operate by 
furnishing the necessary machinery 
for correlating and directing this 
work as a whole. The State of Ore- 
gon has taken an advanced step in 
this direction, through a law making 
the protection of timbered lands 
obligatory upon thelr owners and 
authorizing the State Forester to 
protect lands whose owners fail to 
discharge this duty. The cost ef 
such protection, within limits pre- 
scribed by fhe act, becomes a lien 
against the property. At the same 
time the State itself expends a con- 
siderable sug for a system of fire 
wardens upon which the entire pro- 
tective oreanization is built up and 
correlat 

“In many cases, the protection of 
cut-over forest lan@s from fre 
sufficient. In other cases it should be 
supplemented by the enforcement of 
simple forestry measures, such as 
the disposal of silashings and the 
regulation of cutting to make cer- 
tain that the land will be left in a 
condition which will itinaure its 


regrowth. 
TAXATION, 


ith public regulation, however, 
should go a vigorous encouragement 
of private owners to keep their for- 
eet lands continuously at work and 
thus do away with the economic loss 
represented by the idleness of mil-} 
lions of acres of ‘skinned’ land. 
Such encouragement is justified by 
the community benefite afforded by 
the reforestation of private lands 
and the burdens tmposed tipon their 
owner in deferring income from 
them. The community may share in 
these burdens, as it shares in the

Rising costs "ef te feed are playing 
havoc with egg and butter producers, 
and this is without doubt the main 
reason of the sensational advances 
that have been made in the chief 
Staples of late. Yesterday almost 
évery feed and meal in the entire 
miller’s list was boosted and some of 
the gains in price were sharp. Hun- 
dreds of poultry producers claim that 
on account of this excessive cost of 
feed they cannot make any money out 
of their eggs if the price for the same 
went to 81 a dozen, and for that rea- 
son they are selling off their hens to 
the meat market as fast as possible, 
which does not help the egg situa- 
tion any.
